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Of the Superintending School Committee of the Town of 
Lyndeborough, for the year ending March 12, 1861. 
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Before entering upon the duties of their office, your Committec 
adopted the plan of having each School visited by the Chairman 
and one of his colleagues, that you might have the judgment of 
two minds instead of one. This arrangement was carried eut so 
far as circumstances would admit. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Money assigned, $121.53. R.C. Boutwell, Prudential Commit- 
tee. The Summer School, which was ten weeks long, was taught 
by Miss Georgia HE. Wilson, whose wages, including board, were 
$15.00 per month, She had 30 different scholars, whose average 
attendance amounted to the goodly number of 28. At the closing 
exainination, the school room was tastefully decorated with gar- 
lands and flowers; ; and singing, with the recitation of pieces, was 
pleasingly introduced. Though some of the classes fell a little be- 
low the mark of mediocrity, we were happy to see others come 
above it. Accuracy and expression were evinced in the reading ex- 
ercises, affording full proof of great pains-taking on the part of the 
teacher. She had evidently secured the warm attachment of her 
pupils, with good order and stillness in the school room. 


The Winter School was 103 weeks long, and embraced 41 differ- 
ent scholars, who averaged in attendance 354. Wages and board 
were $24.00 per month. The teacher, Miss Ellen Putnam, of Wil- 
ton, came to her charge with excellent scholarship, and a disposi- 
tion to work. Her persevering exertions were attended with grat- 
ifying success. While Algebra, Physiology, and Physical Geogra- 
phy were permitted a share of attention in the school- room, the va- 
rious classes in Arithmetic, and English Grammar gave no ‘sions of 
neglect. Pleasing evidence of accuracy and thoroughness were 
apparent. The class of seven, which had advanced to the 354th 
page in Greenleaf’s Ar ithmetic, wrought and explained their exam- 
ples admirably; and the method of instruction used with the first 
class in English Grammar, awakened unusual interest, and secured 
commendable improvement. With the examination exercises we 
could find but one fault—some of them were not sufficiently audi- 
ble—yet they were well concluded with the audible and expressive 
reading of the “Gem of the Hills,” and a juvenile valedictory, which 
was admirably recited. ‘To the credit of the appreciative disposi- 
tion of her pupils, they made their teacher, on the last day of 
school, the present of a beautiful Mahogany Writing Desk. 
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DISTRICT NO. ,2. 


Money assigned, $109.00. Capt. J. Stephenson, Prudential Com- 
mittee. Their schools, both Summer and Winter, were taught by 
Miss Clintina M. Butler, whose wages, including board, were $14.00 
per month, the first term, and $19.55 the second. Ten weeks was 
the length of the former, and 15 that of the latter. Highteen pu- 
pils, with the average of 15, are reported for the Summer School, and 
26, with the average of 18 for the Winter. Two of them refrained 
from whispering during the first term, and 16 during the second 
term. The teacher was laborious and skillful in the performance of 
her duty, as the examinations clearly showed. Her oral instruc- 
tions, particularly in the Summer term, added much to the interest 
of her school and the knowledge of her pupils, while the order and 
stiliness of the school room appeared to be faultless. Her natural 
endowment for the work, with increased experience, will doubtless 
render her a teacher of superior excellence. 


DISTRICT NO. 3: 


Money assigned, $134.66. Mr. Rufus Chamberlin, Prudential 
Committee. As heretofore, this District divided their schooling in- 
to-three terms, each of them 8 weeks long. The expense for wages 
und board was but $14.00 per month the tirst term, and only $15.00 
the second, Thirty-one different scholars, with the average atten- 
dance of 264, are given in the first Register, and 30, with the aver- 
age of 23, in the second. The first teacher, Miss Abby F. Cram, 
though young and inexperienced, came to her school with good 
scholarship, and an earnest desire to succeed. By her amiable dis- 
position and suasive manner, she won the affections of her pupils, 
and although a more effective discipline would have increased the 
usefulness of the school, yet a fair amount of improvement was se~ 
cured as was evinced by most of her classes at the closing examina- 
tion. If she pursues this calling, we think she will become a teach- 
- er of great value. Her successor, Miss Mary Gertrude Lucas, was 
also youthful, yet her accomplished education and engaging man- 
ners prepared her to exert a salutary and refining influence over 
her pupils toward whom she was kind and patient. Several of them 
retrained entirely from whispering, and some of her classes appear- 
ed well. With increased skill in the disciplinary art which experi- 
ence will be likely to ensure, we think she will be highly success- 
ful in her calling. | 


The Winter School was favored with the services of Mr. George 
L. Dascomb, of Wilton, who entered upon his work with the expe- 
rience of 26 terms. His disciplinary skill soon brought the school 
into excellent order. Its general appearance during our visits was 
gratifying. At the examination, propriety and stillness prevailed 
to the last, and most of the classes gave evidence of improvement, 
especially those in written Arithmetic which evinced careful and 
thorough training. Although the teacher’s remuneration was 
$33.00 per month including board, yet it is believed to have been a 
judicious outlay. The scholars, who numbered 85, with the average 
of 30, manifested their appreciation of his services, not only by 
their general demeanor, but also by a liberal gift appropriately 
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presented to him at the close of the examination. We were happy 
to notice that 9 were not absent a single half day, and that several 
others were present nearly all the time. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Money assigned, $66.72. Mr. Richard Batten, Prudential Com- 
mittee first term; Mr. Daniel Proctor for the second term. Miss 
Martha A. Batten taught the Summer School, which was but 7 
weeks long, receiving tor wages $13.00 per month. Her Register, 
which was neatly kept, gives the names of 11 different scholars be- 
longing to the district, with the average attendance of 6,and 5 as 
not absent a single half day. The teacher remarks that “the at- 
tendance of her scholars during the first half of the term was very 
good.” The coming of the busy season however had an unfavor- 
able influence, as some of them were often kept at home, and so 
the short period allotted to the term was rendered still less profita- 
ble than might have been expected. We think it was her conscien- 
tious aim to do her duty, and at the last examination, some of the 
classes appeared well, particularly those in Reading, Spelling, and 
Emerson’s Arithmetic. 

The Winter School, taught by Mr. D. E. Proctor, was 10 weeks 
long—wages and board, as the teacher resided in the district, 
amounting to but $15.00 per month. He had eleven different 
scholars, whose average attendance was a fraction over 10, four of 
them not absent a single half day, and all but one not tardy at all. 
Though youthful and inexperienced, the teacher was evidently suc- 
cessful in discipline and mode of instruction. Commendable im- 
provement was obvious, especially in Spelling, English Grammar, 
and Emerson’s Arithmetic, which was a model class. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Money assigned, $70.82. Mr. George H. Blood, Prudential Com- 
mittee. The first term was 9 weeks long, and the second 104. 
The well kept Register gives 15 different scholars, with the average 
attendance of a fraction over 12 the first term, and 22, with the av- 
erage of eighteen the second term. Both the Summer and Winter 
Schools were favored with the instruction of Miss Nellie M. Holt, of 
Nashua, whose wages, including board, were $12.00 the former term 
and $16.00 the latter. The success of the teacher was excellent. 
No school in town did better. The teacher’s judicious and firm, yet 
suasive manner, secured excellent government, her pupils render- 
ing a most cheerful obedience. Both examinations evinced inter- 
est and improvement in all the classes, the evident result of faith- 
ful and persevering instruction. At the close of the interesting ex- 
ercises of the Winter term, a paper prepared by the school, called 
the “ Rising Star,” was read in a creditable manner. So pleasant 
was its light, we hope to see it rise and shine again. There were 
no dismissals during either of the terms, 11 were not tardy the Ist 
term, 15 were not the second, while six were not absent a single 
half day from the Summer School, and 5 were not from the Winter. 

As the scholars did so well in the worst school-house in town, we 
should not dare predict what they would do in the best. The large 
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number of visits to the school room recorded in the Register, with 
the commendable interest wich has been otherwise manifested in 
the district, encourage the hope of our seeing before another Win- 
ter that last relic in town of a former age, give way to a neat, com- 
fortable, and convenient school-house, which shall be a credit to the 
people. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Money assigned, $100.14. Mr. Pearsons 8. Holt, Prudential Com- 
mittee. 

The Summer School taught by Miss Emeline Spalding, for 
$15.00 per month, was 8 weeks long, and embraced 22 different 
scholars, whose average attendance was the extraordinary number 
of 21. Fifteen were not tardy at all, and 7 were not absent a sin- 
gle half day. At the examination of the Summer School, after wit- 
nessing with deep interest the various exercises of the occasion, we 
felt like writing in our note book, a good school in a good school-room. 

The Winter term was continued 9 weeks. Its Register, which 
does credit to both teachers, gives 29 names with the average at- 
tendance of 25. The wages of the teacher, Mr. James B. Hall, of 
Brookline, were, ineluding board, $28.00 per month. He evidently 
sought with much earnestness both the moral and imtellectual im- 
provement of his pupils. Order, propriety, and stillness were char- 
acteristics of the school, and the examination afforded gratifying 
evidence of faithful and scholarly instruction. At the close of the 
exercises the “Scholars’ Wreath” was read in a very acceptable 
manner. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Money assigned, $108.44. Mr. George Rose, Prudential Commit. 
tee. 

Miss Frances A. Jaquith, of Greenfield, taught the Summer 
School, which was 10 weeks long, receiving for wages, $14.00 per 
month. She had 16 different scholars, whose average attendance 
was almost 15. Her efforts were crowned with success. At the 
examination of the classes, it was evident that pains had been taken 
and proficiency secured. 

Although 16 scholars belonged to the Winter school, yet owing to 
the prevalence of ‘sickness in the district, the average attendance 
was only 11. Notwithstanding this serious obstacle to success, 
causing many absences and the temporary suspension of the school, 
the courage and energy of the teacher, Miss Abba S. Dodge, rallied 
her pupils, whose appearance at the close, surpassed our expecta- 
tions. Promptness and accuracy were features of the examination. 
No school in town handles Colburn’s Arithmetic better than this. 
A model class was also found in the Introductory Geography. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Money assigned, $57.06. Mr. Levi Spalding, Prud. Committee. 
The people in this District have, the past year, made a new school 
house out of the old one. It is well arranged and neatly finished. 
We congratulate them on their success. This enterprise caused 
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their Summer school to be deferred until Autumn, Both terms 
were 9 weeks long. Eleven scholars, giving the average of a little 
more than &, attended the summer school, and nine, w hose aver: aere 
was 74, the Winter. ' 


The teacher, Miss Lizzie Mansfield, of New-Boston, received $11 
per month the first ter m, and $12 the second term. Both examina- 
tions seemed to afford a just representation of the state of the 
schools. It had evidently been the aim of the teacher to make her 
pupils understand what they studied. Her success was made obvi- 
ous in the appearance of her classes. The recitation of appropriate 
pieces was also very creditable, and the writing books were wor- 
thy of notice for their neatness and evidence of improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Money assigned, $54.67. Mr. Israel Cram, Prud. Committee. 


The Summer School, 7 weeks long, was taught by Miss Nellie W. 
Stayner, at the expense of $11.00 per month. She had 13 scholars 
who were sufliciently constant to make the average amount to 11. 
Garlands and flowers decorated the school-room at the closing ex- 
amination, Considerable improvement was made for so short a 
term, and Miss 8. was very useful again as a teacher of juvenile 
minds. 


Miss Abbie J. Holt commenced the Winter School with the fair 
prospect of success, but at the expiration of 6 weeks, she was 
obliged, on account of physical disability, to leave her work. She 
had 12 different scholars, with the average attendance of 10], and 
was paid at the r: ate of S14. 00 per month. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Money assigned, $21.72. Mr. Charles Parker, Prud. Committee. 


The Summer School, which was 12 weeks long, was taught by 
Miss Sarah L. Cochran for $14.00 per month. She had 14 different 
scholars—2 from Lyndeborough—and the average attendance of 11, 
Her services were very acceptable. Our colleague, who was pres- 
ent at the examination, wishes to express this year what was re- 
ported of her last year :—“What we saw of the school afforded us 
satisfaction. She has a valuable faculty of interesting young schol- 
ars. At the close of the examination we wrote in our memoran- 
dum, @ faithful and successful teacher.” 


To the Winter School, which was considerably larger than the 
Summer, Lyndeboro furnished 5 scholars who, with the rest, enjoyed 
the benefits of a pleasant and profitahle term. ‘The teacher, Miss 
Eliza A. Robbins, of Mason, taught 12 weeks at the rate of $12.00 a 
month. Her energy and animation imparted life to the school-room 
as was evinced in the exercises of the examination, which was at- 
tended by a large number of interested visitors. 
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Such were the results of your appropriations, and efforts the past 
year. Every District realized valuable returns; and we have great 

‘ause of thankfulness for the smiles of a Melon Providence on 
our noble cause. Encouraged from the past shall we not hope for 
the future. and continue to make liberal appropriations for the ed- 
ucation of our children and youth? In this way we can greatly 
benetit them, benefit our country and the world, 

Before closing, your Committee wish to impress parents and 
guardians with the duty of sustaining teachers in the government 
of their opine in While all are persu: aded of the necessity of proper 
discipline, are too apt to lose sight of individual responsibility. 
The ‘eater’ S SUCCESS In securing complete subordination to needful 
requirements depends very much on influences exerted outside. It 
sometimes happens that a scholar, whose habits or notions are cross- 
ed in the government of the school, succeeds in bringing some of 
his school-mates into § sympathy with his opposition, and so a clique 
is formed who encourage one another to a career of wrong doing. 
Of course they come into collision with the teacher, and if they find 
that “the way of the transgressor is hard,” perhaps they begin to 
disparage the school at home, and at length are permitted to leave 
it in disgust. By such parental indulgence the object of wholesome 
discipline is defeated, and the offender is strengthened in his evil 
ways. All this isan injury to the child, an injury to the District, 
and to the community, and the end thereof who can tell? 

And now as the duties of a teacher are often arduous and_ per- 
plexing, especially in regard to the government of the school, and 
as good government is absolutely essential to the highest degree of 
success, we wish to suggest to Prudential Committees the impor- 
tance of employing teachers of sufficient age and maturity to com- 
mand respect t and secure obedience. Many a person at the age of 
fifteen may have book knowledge enough to answer the requirements 
of the law, without possessing in any requisite degree that maturity 
of judgment and understanding of human nature essential to suc- 
cess. Although it is true that some at fifteen are as mature as oth- 
ers are at a more advanced age, yet is it judicious or right to throw 
upon a Superintending Committee the responsibility of exercising 
discretionary power in respect to approbating? Is it not needless- 
ly creating for them the necessity of a perplexing decision? Since 
i devolves on the Prudential Committee “to select and hire teach- 
rs for the District,’ does not the character of the school depend 
fins more on their agency than on that of the Superintendent's? 

Allow us therefore to urge upon Prudential Committees the im- 
portance of employing teachers both of suitable age and faculty 
to govern. 

And may God bless our Common Schools.
